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NORML’s new chief, Don Fiedler:

NORML has a new leader. His name is 
Don Fiedler. He was appointed by the 
organization's Board of Directors in 
June and began full-time work as the 
national director in November. Fiedler 
replaced Jon Gettman, who was let go 
in April. (Gettman is HIGH TIMES’ 
Washington correspondent and publish- 
es the newsletter, Marijuana Digest.) 

Fiedler, a Nebraska lawyer, helped 
lead the fight for decriminalization of 
marijuana in Nebraska. He started the 
state’s chapter of the National Associa- 
tion of Criminal Defense Lawyers. 
Fiedler was elected to the NORML 
Board in June, 1988. A year later, on 
June 25, he became the eighth director 
in NORML’s 20-year history. 

Since taking over, Fiedler, who is 47, 
has made fundraising his priority. "Don 
has to bring in money to stay on the | 
job,” Board member Dan Viets says. 
“It’s time for all the lawyers who want- 
ed him appointed to put up or shut up. 
For the short-term at least, he has to ex-

tract significant contributions from at- 


Fi won't admit publicly to 
smoking pot ("I'm still wrestling with 
that inquiry"), and has agreed with the 
Board's recent ban of “all illegal sub: 
stances" from NORML’s national office 
in Washington, DC. He’s attended and 
spoken at numerous pot rallies since as- 
suming his position, but says NORML 
won't sponsor them. "We need smoke- 
ins," he explains. “The street side of the 
movement is as important as other as- 
pects.” 

But most important for Fiedler is 
pulling NORML out of debt. "Obvious- 
ly, something has been wrong with our 
marketing approach,” he says. "All we 
need is one dollar each from every pot 
smoker. I'm going to try to stir things 
up, to energize the casual smoker. 

There's a mystique about the nation- 
al director,” says Fiedler. "I hope to be a 
lightning rod.

They came from Georgia and Califor- 
nia, New Jersey and Minnesota, Michi- 
gan and Utah. One hundred concerned 
‘Americans converged on Washington, 
DC’s Dupont Plaza Hotel from Septem- 
ber 22-24 for NORML’s 19th annual 
conference. For three days, various is- 
sues concerning the marijuana move- 
ment were discussed in seminars, hotel 
rooms and parties. 

FRIDAY, SEPT. 22 

The attendees awoke bright and early 
after the previous night’s partying to 
hear opening remarks from NORML’s 
John Zwerling. Speeches by hemp ac- 
tivist Jack Herer ("Marijuana--An His- 
torical Overview") and Robert Randall, 
who uses pot as medication for his 
epilepsy condition, followed. 

During lunch, NORML’s new nation- 
al director, Don Fiedler, was intro- 
duced. That morning, the organization’s 
Board of Directors had confirmed his 
appointment by a unanimous yote. In- 
tent on making a strong first impres- 
sion, Fiedler, who dressed formally for 
the occasion, told the audience, "This 
isn’t a one-man show. Egos have to be 
set aside. We have to be healthy to 
move forward." He banged his fist on 
the podium and concluded emotionally, 
"Only then can we get on to the real 
fight.” Fiedler was alluding to in- 
fighting that attempted to thwart his ap- 
pointment. 

‘The afternoon seminars began with 
Dr. John Morgan’s "Urinalysis, or Is 
Abstinence Golden?” In one of the con- 
ference’s most entertaining speeches, 
Morgan announced that "cheating in 
urine-testing is more pervasive than ev- 
er." He noted these adulteration tech- 
niques: “Salt interferes, but can be de- 
tected; Drano and bleach make the sam- 
ple alkaline; vinegar and golden seal tea 
turn it brownish; and Visine suspends 
the drug particles." 

The Drug Policy Foundation’s 
Amold Trebach addressed "How Mari- 
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juana Fits into the War on Drugs." 
advised that America pick up on British 
policies tegarding needle-exchanges, 
drug dispensing at clinics and other 
health services for addicts. "Do not treat 
users as the enemy,” the grey-haired 
Trebach pled. "Use jail as a last resort.” 
The crowd moved to Stewart Mott's 
house near the Capitol for a party that 
lasted until midnight. 
SATURDAY, SEPT. 23 
With only a half day of seminars sched- 
uled, the conference resumed at 9 an. 
NORML Chapter Reports took up most 
of the morning. The rest of the day was

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HUEY NEWTON: "A RESOLUTE AND FEARLESS ADVOCATE"

On August 22, Huey Newton was found 
lying in a pool of blood on a street in 
West Oakland, California, with thr 
bullets in his head. Less than five 
months earlier, another ’60s legend, 
Abbie Hoffman, died in a Pennsylvania 
farmhouse, apparently of a drug over- 
dose. My initial reaction to both of 
these deaths was a sense of growing isola- 
tion--a feeling that my friends and com- 
rades from that marvelous era were dy- 
ing around me, and that perhaps I had 
lived a little too long. 

I've already eulogized Abbie in these 
pages ("Remembering Abbie,” July ’89 
HIGH TIMES). It now seems right and 
proper for those of us who shared 
Huey’s pathways to put down on paper 
what was significant to us about his life. 

On May 2, 1967, the Black Panther 
Party for Self-Defense burst upon the 
American scene when some two dozen 
heavily armed members, clad in black 
berets and leather jackets, marched into 
the California State Assembly to protest 
a pending arms control law. The organi- 
zation, founded by Newton and Bobby 
Seale “(they met in college), immedi 
ately became a focal point for young 
African-Americans and spread rapidly 
through the inner cities. In a matter of 
months, the Panthers’ 10-point  pro- 
gram, centering around community con- 
trol of the police, was being pushed 
from coast to coast. 

Official reaction to the Panthers came 
swiftly. Huey, the party’s Minister of 
Defense, was charged with the murder 
of an Oakland police officer in October, 
1967. After a highly publicized trial, he 
was convicted of voluntary manslaugh- 
ter and given a long prison sentence. 
The cry. "Free Huey.” would soon be 
chanted by both white and black students 
at the nation’s embattled colleges and 
universities. Eventually, Huey was 
freed after two successive juries could 
not agree on a unanimous’ verdict and 
the charges against him were dismissed. 

By then, however, the Panthers had 
virtually been destroyed as a viable 
force by an insidious FBI program, 
known as COINTELPRO. From a high- 
water mark of 45 chapters, the Party be- 
gan shrinking appreciably. An FBI- 
engineered schism between Huey and 
Eldridge Cleaver, the Panthers’ Minis- 
ter of Information, resulted in open, and 
sometimes deadly, warfare. The free 
health clinics, accredited elementary 
school, children’s breakfast program, 
bus service to prisons and clothing out- 
let-all_ part_of the 10-point program 
which had flourished until the COIN- 
TELPRO  campaign--soon vanished 
from the Oakland scene.

| Although Huey still had intermittent 
problems with the law, including gun, 
murder, assault and extortion charges, 
he managed to earn a doctorate in social 
philosophy in 1980 from the University 
of California at Santa Cruz. His disser- 
tation, "War Against the Panthers: A 
Study of Repression in America,” ex- 
posed the COINTELPRO program for 
what it was, Huey’s books, Revolietion- 
ary Suicide and To Die for the People, 
reflect his view (partially inspired by 
Plato's Republic) that only a "democrat 
ic socialist society free of racism" could 
meet the needs of people of color in his 
native land and elsewhere. 

Amiri Baraka, the black playwright, 
described Huey as one of a number of 
catalytic agents who raised the level of 
political consciousness of young black 
people at an extremely critical period in 
American race relations. Based on the 
time I spent with him, admittedly not 
considerable, 1 would like to add that 

| Huey was an articulate, pensive man. Il- 


literate when he graduated from high 
school, he provided a role model that 
gave a semblance of hope and a mighty 
stirring of self-worth to those who sim- 
mered in oppressive ghettoes 

Like Herman Melville's Captain 
‘Ahab, Huey Newton struggled against 
the unconquerable symbols of evil, as 
he envisioned them. He has gone down 
now, lashed to his own white whale, but 
his struggle is a never-ending one. The 
seeds he sowed still germinate in the 
hearts and minds of young blacks ev- 
erywhere who saw in him a resolute and 
fearless advocate for an existence filled 
with more than drugs, despair and 
degradation. @

FOLLIES

Even though the squabbling has pretty 
much died down, the foul stench of 
bile-breath still hangs thick in the air.

This, 
you may remember, erupted last March 
when two Utah chemists announced 
that they'd achieved controlled nuclear 
fusion in a room-temperature, table-top 
jar. 

At first, this was indeed hot news, 
promising as it did a cheap, easily at 
tainable, pollution-free energy source 
for our power-gobbling planet. Natural- 
ly, it was front-paged around the world 
and, at first, leading scientists hailed it 
as the achievement of the century--the 
biggest thing since alchemy. But, al- 
most immediately, the bickering, carp- 
ing and insults from other scientists 
drowned out the accolades. Some of the 
criticism was related to the rather slop- 
py Scientific procedure involved, but 
most of it was the result of petty rivalry, 
jealousy, professional pride and poli 
played out in the fiercely competitive 
research and development arena, where 
an ever-shrinking funding pie must be 
divided amongst an ever-expanding 
constituency of glory-lusting scientists. 

Ultimately, money--not science, and 
certainly not the greater good of hu- 
mankind--was what this free-for-all was 
all about. The revenue-generating po- 
tential of a cheap cold fusion device 


DRUG STUDIES

You just can’t escape the War on Drugs | 
these days. Ever since George Bush's 
speech on September 5, it’s been im- 
possible to pick up a paper or watch TV 
without being inundated with anti-drug 
propaganda. The networks have hit us 
with weeklong sensationalist specials 


called "Drugs: A Plague Upon The 
Land" and "Drugs: One Nation Under 
Siege," and local coverage has been full 


of furtive drug buys, 
nouncing their habits and politicians- 
even Mr. President--kissing crack ba- 
bies. Amidst all this anti-drug nuttin: 
two academic studies dealing with the 
the War on Drugs were rather quietly 
made public. 

Winning the Drug War, written by 
Mathea Falco for the Twentieth Century 
Fund, takes a comprehensive look at the 
current drug war’s many shortcomi 
and suggests how drug abuse could be 
fought more effectively. Falco is quick 
to admit that total elimination of drug 
use is a fantasy. She writes: "...no drug 
policy, however effective can by itself 


ex-junkies re- 


eliminate drug abuse, but thoughtful 


dictated the premature and inappropri- 
fate way the announcement was made, 
as well as the secrecy that subverted the 
institutionalized process of peer review 
and the high-volume chorus of 
contempt that arose soon after. This 
was a sleazy greed-grab from the very 
beginning, and it made the 1987 France 
vs. US tussle over who really discov- 
ered the AIDS virus (and who conse- 
quently would profit from the yet-to-be- 
invented vaccine) look dignified in 
comparison. 

The first mistake University of Utah 
chemist B, Stanley Pons and his former 
teacher, electrochemist Martin Fleisch- 
mann, made was calling a news confer- 
ence to hype their “discovery” of unex- 
plainable heat from a simple electro- 


chemical device--before they had con- 
firmed their results beyond a doubt, and 
before they had submitted their findings 
to a recognized scientific journal where 
they could be reviewed by other experts 
in the field. This served only to make 
an already suspicious bunch of fusion- 
hounding physicists even more cranky 
and less-than-eager to acknowledge that 
maybe these guys might have some- 
thing. After all, physicists had been 
spending billions on massive high-tech 
machinery for years, trying vainly to get 
more energy out of their "hot" fusion re- 
actors than they put in, so where the

According to the National Household 
Survey being touted by the Killer Bees 
(Bush, Bennett and Biden), 11.8 million 
Americans are casual users of marijua- 
na, But even the survey’s author has ad- 
mitted that marijuana use "was under- 
reported." In this era of zero tolerance, 
can you imagine answering "yes" when 
some anonymous person ask the ques- 
tion, "Do you smoke marijuana?”

Divide that into the 
government’s estimated consumption 
figures, and it is clear that there are at 
least 25 to 35 million regular marijuana 
smokers in the US. 

NORML's membership has been be- 
low 10,000 for some years now; our an- 
nual budget is currently close to a pen- 
ny per estimated smoker. We're the first 
organization dedicated to marijuana re- 
form and the only 501(c)(3) non-profit 
corporation devoted to changing the 
laws, but we're obviously doing some- 
thing wrong. Why can’t NORML ener- 
gize our obvious constituents to action? 

In preparing to assume the position of 
National Director (NORML’s chief

It’s true: we 
sponsor legal seminars on drug defense 
twice a year, and one is held in Key 
West. However, the lawyers attending 
these seminars are on the cutting edge. 
Seminars are conducted to explore the 
best ways of providing defense for bi 
ed marijuana smokers. Those who call

fund-raiser), this was the problem that 
perplexed me the most. NORML has 
won many victories over the years. 
Thanks to NORML activists, eleven 
states decriminalized marijuana in the 
"70s. Thirty-four states passed laws for 
compassionate access to marijuana to 
patients in need of its therapeutic pow- 
‘ers. Our beloved government, however, 
refuses to untie the bureaucratic knot 
and allow medicinal use of cannabis. 
For the last 15 years, NORML’s Legal 
Committee has been fighting to have 
marijuana moved from a Schedule I 
controlled substance to Schedule II (so 
doctors can prescribe marijuana). Last 
September, a judicial recommendation 
was made to grant the relief we were 
seeking. The DEA--which called mari- 
juana "the safest therapeutic substance 
known to mankind"--has yet to act on 
that recommendation. 

By the time you read this, William 
Bennett's drug war plan may very well 
be law, despite NORML’s urgeni ef 
forts to the contrary. We have held 
press conferences and dispatched mas- 
sive grass-roots mailings. We receive 
hundreds of phone calls weekly from 
smokers whose jobs are in jeopardy be- 


2 from personal knowledge refer a really 
= good one. Anyway, these seminars take 
a total of eight days a year; the rest of 
the time, NORML is working entirely 
for you. 

Again, I ask the question: What is 
NORML doing wrong? I think we 
haven’t been tooting our own horn 
enough. My mission as National Direc- 
tor is to get NORML back into the na- 
tional debate; to improve our image, 
both internally and externally; to get 
marijuana excluded from the War on 
Drugs, and then work toward legal 
tion; and to increase our resources so 
that we can fight without one hand be- 
ing tied behind our backs. 

‘We need your support to have a 
fighting chance to reverse the prohibi- 
tion pendulum in the "90s. NORML’s 
Board of Directors has rightly made my 
initial priority to raise funds so that we 
can accomplish our goals. It’s difficult 
to compete with the Partnership For a 
Drug-Free America, which will commit 
$1 million a day for the next three years 
to blitz the airwaves with drug war 
propaganda, but it is my deepest con- 
viction that the truth will win out. 

The day is coming when pot prohibi- 
tion will end. The government is going 
to make it difficult for you, but perse- 
vere and stick with us. We have to hang 
tough together and make our presence 
felt.

Rude Awakening is a great pot movie.

After Hesus (Cheech) does an LSD 
experiment (supervised by the govern- 
ment), Feds come looking for him and 
his partner, Fred (Eric Roberts). They 
hastily split and wind up in a Latin 
American country called Managuador. 
Not much happens in the jungles there 
except for a lot of smoking and Cheech 
has a conversation with a fish (good 
name for a fast-food restaurant: Fish & 
Cheech). Finally, after 20 years, they 
hear gunshots and see a bloody CIA 
agent falling to the ground. He gives 
them secret documents about an im- 
pending US-backed covert action in 
Managuador, then dies. This sends 
them back home--in their hippie 
clothes, with their hippic values. It’s 
like Rip Van Winkle, except they wake 
up and find Yuppi 

Yuppies take quite a beating in Rude 
Awakening. In a dark, pounding night- 
club, Fred tries getting friendly with 
some moody Yuppies. Instead, he ends 
up bringing a classic, smug New Yorker 
to tears. Petra, who has become a high- 
strung, very successful fashion design- 
er, tries throwing Fred and Hesus out 
(to no avail) when they arrive at her 
doorstep. Wherever they go, it's a 
party, and Petra wants no part of it...at 
first. Before succumbing to Fred, she 
wrestles hilariously with a Frusen Glad-

je ice cream container, while reciting a 
list of "70s and ’80s buzzwords and 
events that Fred and Hesus missed.

you want to get known as a 
swinger, you hire five sexy chicks and 
let them fight over you on stage and for 
the cameras. That's publicity, man." 
And hey, man, Sammy was one of the 
st swingers in the business. So 

says Sammy in his most recent and sec- 
ond autobiography, The Sammy Davis 
Jr. Story, Why Me?, in which the fabu- 
lous "Shmoo" looks back on a lengthy 
career in show business, and lets us 
know what it was like to swing in the 
“60s and '70s with cats like Frank Sina- 
tra, Bobby Kennedy and Jimi Hendrix. 

By Sammy's own admission, he was 
one of the hippest entertainers in Holly- 
wood, not to mention the world. Why 
else would they call him "Mr. Wonder- 
ful"? 


Sammy was so cool, and felt so "in- 
vincible," that by the late ’60s, he began 
flirting with satanism, He painted one 
fingernail red--a "turn-on" for him and 
the chicks--which he appeared"with on 
network television. His satanic dab- 
blings included attending orgies in the 
"dungeons" of many Hollywood homes. 

Sammy saw satanism’as "an exotic 
way [for people to] ball each other and 
have an orgy. And get stoned.” He real- 
ly loved the "danger" of it, and the "de- 
bauchery." Sammy writes: "As long as 
the chicks were happy and weren't go- 
ing to get anything sharper than a dildo 
stuck in them, I wasn’t going to walk 
away from it.” However, one morning

Shmoo took over, and he went out and 
bought himself some nail polish re- 


mover. 

Sammy socialized and partied with a 
diverse group of people. Aside from the

Stones in London, with Hendrix 
days before he overdosed and 
Elvis in Vegas. 

Sammy was torn between two social 
groups: his "upper social group" (Rat 
Packers Frank, Dean, Joey, Pete Law- 
ford) and his “lower social group--the 
rockers.” When he was grooving with 
the "60s rockers, he got deeply into 
drinking and partying at his pad. He'd 
“smoke some shit and take a hit and al- 
ways had a bottomless glass of vodka 
and coke...{and] there was always sex 
going on, switching partne oup 
Sex...it was free form. 

The Schmoo swung right into the 
*70s, but when he befriended Nixon, the 
hip ‘crowd abandoned him. He still 
threw huge bashes at his Beverly Hills 
pad, where pot and coke were furnished 
for all his guests. Porn queens Marilyn 
Chambers and Linda Lovelace attended 
these parties, during which X-rated 


movies were shown. Everyone was wel- 
come at Sammy’s place. 

By the ’80s, the swinging life got to 
be too much for Sam. He announced on 
The Tonight Show that he was toning 
down the jewelry thing. Finally, his pot 
and cocaine consumption ceased after 
Frank scolded him: "Sam, I'm so fuck- 
ing disappointed in you, with that 
shit... You're the greatest talent that ever 
lived. You going to let that shit destroy 
you...Dump it. You're breaking your 
iriends’ hearts, Sam. You're a superstar. 
Isn't that sweet enough?" So the next 
day, the Candy Man resolved to give up 
the candy, man. 

Despite some poignant words about 
racism in the entertainment industry, 
Sammy’s life story is poorly written.

At the end of World War II, Argentina 
was one of the richest countries in the 
world, It had large cash reserves and 
thriving industrial and agricultural sec- 
tors. People all over South America 
used to say, "Live better in Argentina. 
Just 40 years later, Argentina is suffer- 
ing from unchecked inflation; simply 
put, its economy has collapsed. 

Argentina has no strong enemies and 
had not fought a war in this century un- 
til the Falkland Islands conflict. Yet its 
government spent itself into bankruptcy 
subsidizing economically unviable in- 
dustries and a bloated military which 
eventually assumed dictatorial power. 
While Argentina squandered its cash re- 
serves, few were aware of the decay 
eating away at the country, 

‘The United States is in the same con- 
dition Argentina was in 20 years ago. 
‘The American people recognize the 
condition, but the government and Pres- 
ident are still trapped in a war mental- 
ity. Though most Americans have said 
in recent surveys that Japan is Amer 
ica’s biggest threat, George Bush still, 
believes the Soviet Union is. 

It seems that experts are often the last 
to know, Russia is in deep trouble. The 
“evil” empire’s economy is falling 
apart, and its ethnic minorities and E 
ropean satellites are sniffing freedom. 
No one, except Bush’s "experts," seri- 
ously believes that Russia is about to in- 
vade either Europe or America. 

While Mikhail Gorbachev realizes 
the deep trouble his country is in, Bush 

"s problems. 
‘The US is falling behind educationally, 
industrially, scientifically and finan 
ly. All of these problems can be solved. 
‘The US handed victory to Japan and 
Germany at the end of WWII when it 
limited the percentage of their gross na- 
tional products that they could spend on 
the military. If the US and Russia 
agreed to limit their defense spending to 
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a specific percentage of their GNPs, 
they'd be able to heal their ailing 
economies. 

The new struggle is an economic one, 
with such weapons as raw and applied 
science, technology, innovation and 
marketing. Asian countries have been 
firing economic salvos at us for years, 
but we've done little to protect our in 
terests, Until the US changes its de- 
fense posture, there is nothing much 
that it can do to fight back 

Currently, the US spends about seven 
percent of its GNP on military expendi- 
tures, (Japan spends a little more than 
one percent, and Germany, three per- 
cent.) If the US were to divert half its 
defense budget to non-military priori- 
ties, there would be enough money to 
provide for virtually all the social ser- 
vices that are desperately needed. Dete- 
riorating roads must be rebuilt, public 
transportation services must be upgrad- 
ed, the educational system must be re- 
structured and new funding must go to 
non-military research in both basic sci- 
ence and applied technology 

Although these programs are costly, 
the country will pay a higher price if it 
does not renew its industrial capacity 
and technological leadership. Educat- 
ing a child now is less costly than pro- 
viding social services later to an adult 
who has no eaming capacity. While 
skilled jobs are opening up, the job mar- 
ket in unskilled labor is diminishing. At 
the same time, positions requiring skills 
are going unfilled, slowing down the 
economy further. 

In order to get the country on firm 
ground, Bush has to tum government 
priorities around, It’s hard to educate a 
child who is homeless, hungry or 
abused. If Bush wants to be the "edu 
tion President," he has to feed the hun- 
gry and house the homeless. too.

equivalent in lung insult of a pack and a 
half of cigarettes per day." 

* "Animal studies suggest that mari- 
juana may also damage the immune 
‘system; some human studies find di- 
minished immune response, others do 
not. Epidemiological evidence is nega- 
tive so far but inconclusive." 

* "Some clinical reports link marijua- 
na with the onset of mental illness, but 
the question of the direction of causa- 
tion again remains open...” 

* According to Kleinman, some of 
the "costs" of marijuana use a1 
competence, vulnerability, escalation 
["gateway-drug theory"], misbehavior, 
poverty and dependency." 

Not all of Marijuana is totally use- 
less. The author does concede that mari- 
juana is not addictive ("A period of 
forced abstinence does not appear to 
mark a crisis for a heavily commited us- 
er") and causes none of the side effects 
associated with alcohol abuse ("The 
acute behavioral risks of alcohol 
use...are much greater than those associ- 
ated with marijuana use"). He also 
points out that "no lethal dose of mari- 
juana has been established for any 
specie: 

Kleinman concludes that the solution 
to the "marijuana problem" is not legal- 
ization. "It is a policy of great potential 
benefits, but also of high risks," he con- 
tends. However, increasing law en- 
forcement against pot smokers, Klein- 
man claims, "costs society too much--in 
monetary, illicit-market and drug-abuse 
terms--to make potential reductions in 
marijuana consumption worthwhile.” 
The author offers this middle-ground 
solution: "An enforcement reduction... 
would reduce governmental expense 
without appreciably worsening the mar- 
ijuana problem... and even with the re- 
sult of alleviating it in some important 
ways." 


COURT CRUSHES 
COPTICS’ CASE 


In June, an appeals court in Washing- 
ton, DC ruled that religious groups that 
use pot as part of their sacramental wor- 
ship can no longer cite their religion as 
a means of avoiding prosecution under 
the Federal drug laws. 

The group that challenged the law, 
the Ethiopian Zion Coptic Church, was 
established in Jamaica in the '30s; it 
claims its doctrine dates back thousands 
of years. Coptics regard ganja as the 
body and blood of Christ and smoke it 
three times a day as a sacrament. Cur- 
rently, there are 100 to 200 Coptic 
Church members in this country.

Those of us who have tried marijuana know the 
high. But what does marijuana actually do to 
. the body? What are the actual physiological 
, effects that create the "high"? Recent 
7 research has been making great progress 
towards answering these questions. 

Long studied for its SHES or painkilling 
properties, marijuana has 421 molecular 
compounds, but only one main psychoactive 
compound--delta-9-tetrahydrocannabinol-- 
better known as THC. Synthetic THC analogs, 

= useful in research, are more powerful than 
natural compounds; they are called 
cannabinoids. 

Cannabinoids affect the central nervous 
system, specifically the brain. Cannabinoid 

= molecules and their effects on the brain and 
EB, body have been extensively studied by Dr. 
f Allyn Howlett, a pharmacology professor at St. 
Louis University Medical School. In the fall of 
1988, Dr. Howlett and her group had a 
4 breakthrough. They located receptor sites on 
cell membranes that were coded for a major 
cannabinoid molecule. 


Receptors and Receptor Site 


Are tor site on a cell membrane is an area 
specifically receptive only to a particular molecule. 

iis can be conceptualized as a lock (receptor) 
and key feerecule  eanbinanon: To get into the 
cell and be activated, the THC molecule must pass 
through the cell membrane at a specific receptor 
site available only to that type of molecule. 

Utilizing radioactivity tracking, Howlett proved 
that cannabinoid molecules bind to receptor sites 
at the cellular level. Messages sent to the brain 
upon intake of marijuana are received at this level. 

ey change cell functions by altering the 
information-processing ability of the cell. You 
might be pleased to note that these alterations do 
not hurt or damage the cell or its structures. 
After several hours the cell no longer responds to 
the THC molecule’s presence in the receptor site. 

‘The density of the specific THC receptors 
ane that cannabinoids play an important role 
in biological functioning, Researchers have not yet 
found any other molecules able to activate the 
‘THC receptor sites. So far, it is not known 
why humans are "wired" for cannabinoid 
use...we just are.

The greatest loading of receptor sites in the 
brain is located in the frontal lobe area. This lobe 
is associated with the personality and behaviors. 
The frontal lobe is involved in the flexibility of 
behavior reflected by the ability to adapt to new 
Situations. Persons with damage to the frontal 
lobe exhibit a lack of planning and judgment skill. 
Further changes in personality can include a 
general lack of social grace, such as a lack of 
restraint, use of profane language, and 
promiscuous sexual behaviors. It should be noted 
that alcohol also has its greatest impact on the 
frontal lobe of the brain.

Dr. Howlett has also found an abundance of 
THC receptor sites in the cortex; the hippocampus 
and the cerebellum areas of the brain. In general, 
these areas have important functions in memory 
and motor skills. 

The cortex covers most of the brain and is 
associated with the higher mental processes of 
learning, memory, and thinking, It is an 
associative area of complex functions. Certain 
areas of the cortex are specialized to receive 
sensory information and/or to control motor 
actions; some areas store factual information. 

The hippocampus plays an important role in 
memory. It is associated with the transfer of items 
from short term memory into Jong term memory. 
Stimulation of the hippocampus leads to a 
dream-like reliving of past events; damage will 
cause memory loss. 

The cerebellum's primary function is the 
coordination of complex motor movements. It 
plays an important role in learning and 
programming motor responses, such as those 
requiring repetitive motor skills. The cerebellum 
is also involved in balance and maintaining 
muscle tone. 

The greater loading of THC receptors in these 
areas of the brain may be responsible for most of 
the oft-noted effects of smoking pot. A mild high 
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can have both sedative and psychedelic effects. 
including relaxation, a degree of intoxication, 
possible loss of social inhibitions, and an upbeat 
mood. Perceptual changes are often reported. 
Speech may become slurred slightly and 
coordination may be impaired. These effects may 
vary according to individuals and situations or 
potency of the marijuana. 

Scientists are now looking at the effects of 
marijuana in a more serious light. In 1982, the 
US National Academy of Sciences’ review on 
health and safety risks of marijuana use 
concluded, Manian has a broad range of 
psychological and biological effects, some of 
which, at least under certain conditions, are 
harmful to human health.” Considering that 
Howlett’s research found there was no biological 
cellular change involved in smoking pot. the 
Academy is going to need to review their review. 

Marijuana research continues in such diverse 
health areas as aging and memory loss, relief of 
nausea associated with chemotherapy, treatment 
of Parkinson's disease, Huntington’s chorea, and 
glaucoma, to name a few. Marijuana is becoming 
more acceptable for medical use, mainly due to 
the lack of negative side effects and its relative 
cellular "safety." Maybe the next giant step will be 
legal self-medication. @ 
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like me.”

HT: Do you think censorship is an 
issue in everybody’s life? 

FZ: It should be a big issue in 
everybody’s life because the thing that 
makes your life beautiful is the fact that 
you gei to express yourself as an 
individual. There are people who 
willingly give up their right to be an 
individual and trade it for some 
imagined security. But I think that if 
people would just reflect on it, the most 
valuable thing you have is your 
personal freedom. Censoring what you 
say is one of the ways in which people 
who are not nice can take away your 
personal freedom. You shouldn't be 
willing to give up a scrap of it. You 
have a Constitutional guarantee to it. 
The way I look at it, that’s a contract 
between me and a bunch of guys whose 
salaries I pay through taxes. We ought 
to take full advantage of the fact that we 
have this contract with our government 
We should make the government stand 
and deliver on it. 

HT: How do you inspire people to get 
aware, to read the Constitution, to get 
involved? 

FZ: That’s a tough question. You have 
a right to be literate. The school system 
that is costing so much is not delivering 
the goods. I think one of the reasons it 
doesn’t deliver the goods is that it’s 
ideologically more appealing to the 
right-wing élements in this country to 
create a nation of stupid people who are 
dumb enough to swallow their rhetoric 
so those right-wing elements can run an 
election campaign which is not based 
on facts and figures, but on bunting and 
sound bites that don’t really tell you 
anything. You need a docile, stupid 
electorate in order for a person to be 
elected. And how do you keep them that 
way? You starve the educational system 
so that it doesn’t really work. You 
control the content of the school books 
which are used in the educational 
system. You rewrite history to suit your 
ideology. 

In The Real Frank Zappa Book, I talk 
about the myth of liberal media bias; I 
think it’s important that this myth be 
dispelled once and for all. No liberal 


owns a broadcast license. No liberal 
owns a major publishing house which 
creates textbooks for US schools. 
Everybody in the media in the United 
States is one of those "other" people, 
with another agenda which doesn’t 
always phase up with the rights that are 
guaranteed in the US Constitution. They 
like to bend the rules and engage in 
situational ethics, and as long as people 
are stupid and docile, they won’t fight 
it. Maybe it sounds like a conspiracy 
theory to say that the US schools have 
been purposely watered down or made 
ineffectual, but it looks that way to me. 
‘There's no reason to keep graduating 
people who shouldn’t be graduating at 
all. They should still be in school 
learning how to be functional. They 
should be able to do their own bank 
balance. They should be able to spell at

about liberal media bias. It was just a 


promotion started during the Reagan 
administration. A very clever 
manipulation. 

HT: Why was labeling records such a 
big deal? 

FZ: Well, my theory is that it was the 
ground floor of Albert Gore’s 
presidential campaign.

HT: Then what would you suggest to

HT: The playlist, which limits wha 

you can and cannot play on the radio, 
was supposed to solve the problem of 


payola, but it seems to have given more 
opportunity to radio stations to deny 
artists airtime. 

FZ: Well, it worked like this. You had 
a bunch of entrepreneurs who were 
engaging in payola. An ethical question, 
pethaps. Not the world’s most 
earth-shaking crime. And they made a 
martyr out of Alan Freed and a few 
other people. It was actually cleaner 
when a guy would stick fifty or a 
hundred dollars inside the sleeve of a 45 
rpm record and say.

what goes on the air to a certain degree.

I think the lack of airplay that J’ ve 
had in 25 years of doing music in the

Most of us are now aware that certain mushrooms, 
when eaten, produce psychoactive effects. The 
most notorious mushrooms in this group are those 
which produce psilocybin and psilocin. But have 
you ever heard of sclerotia? Sometimes called 
magic stones, other names for it are “comote,” 
"comotillos,” "rock of ages," and "philosopher’s 
stone." Dr. Steven H. Pollock wrote, "It’s hard to 
imagine a psychedelic treat more desirable than 
psilocybin mushrooms, but comotillos are tastier,

smoother in producing their e: and yet more 
powerful at higher doses.... When fresh, comotillos 
have a walnut-like consistency, but they are easily 
dried to an even more durable form--the rock of 
ages. These magic stones nevertheless remain 
chewable and potent indefinitely. Comotillos 
clearly transport the fortunate consumer to states of 
spiritual transcendence and jubilation far beyond 
the realm of ordinary psychedelics.” 

Not all mushrooms have the power to produce 
sclerotia. In fact, only a few species do. However, 
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The sclerotium(magic stone) produced by the 
mushroom Psilocybe tampanensis 
two very powerful psychoactive mushrooms fall 
into this elite group, Psilocybe mexicana and 
Psilocybe tampanesis . 

Chromatograph scans of Psilocybe cubensis from 
Alabama and Florida indicate psilocybin readings 
of .17 to .23%. Scans pulled on sclerotia reveal 
higher percentages. Sclerotia from Psilocybe 
mexicana produce a whopping .20 to .40% 
psilocybin content. However, sclerotia from 
Psilocybe tampanensis produces the highest 
psilocybin level, an unbelievable .24 to 52%. 

The Zapotec and Mazatec tribes in Mexico have 
used Psilocybe mexicana as a sacred mushroom for 
thousands of years. They also have used the magic 
stones produced by this species. If anything, the 
sacred secret of the stones was more heavily 
guarded than the mushrooms ever were. When 
magic stones were found, the finders surely thought 
they were being looked upon favorably by the 
Gods. They were very careful about who they 
passed this secret on to. 

To find these stones, you first have to find the 
sacred mushroom, Psilocybe mexicana. Cow 
pastures and meadows make good hunting places. 
Although cow manure can be part of the 
mushroom’s growing substrate, the mushroom is 
very rarely ever found growing directly from the 
pies themselves. It grows from the earth or from 
mulch. Unlike most other mushrooms, it grows 
solitary. The Mazatecs call it "di-shi-tho-di-nize," 
or the little bird sacred mushroom. 

The cap is yellow-brown, smooth and viscid. 
The mushroom is small, ranging from 5 to 35mm 
across. The stem is brown and hollow. It will 
darken when bruised, but will not always blue. 
Gills are adnate (attached directly to the stalk) to 
adnexed (notched just at the stalk), close, brownish 
with white edges. The spores are dark 
purple-brown in color. 
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The mushroom marks the spot. After picking the 
mushroom, take a knife, or small trowel, and dig up 
6 


all around the area. A two-foot circle, 6" to 8" 
deep should do it. If you see any off-white colored 
thread-like strands growing (mycelium), 
concentrate the search in this area. The average 
stone size will be about one inch long. Smaller 
stones also occur, so search carefully. Stones are 
chocolate brown in color, and covered with a soft 
white fuzz. They look somewhat like nuts, but 
have no hard shell. When broken into, their inside 
flesh is a lighter brown and will shortly change 
color to blue. Stones are slightly bitter tasting, 
similar to the taste and texture of chestnuts. 

Because of the special role stones perform in 
nature, they are actually much easier to grow than 
mushrooms. Most people have first-time success. 
The reason they are so easy to grow becomes clear 
once the mechanics and purpose of sclerotia are 
understood. 

Just as mushrooms are produced from mycelium 
(the normal physical growing state of mushrooms), 
so are sclerotia. Sclerotia are actually an 
alternative expression of the mycelium, to insure 
the continuation of the species. This special 
modification is helpful to the survival of the 
mushroom during environmental extremes. When 
growing conditions are bad (conditions that might 
kill any other mushroom), the mycelium builds the 
sclerotia and dives into a type of "life suspension," 
waiting for the day when proper growing 
conditions again resume. 


Magic stones coming back to life. Top stone is 
shown in dry state.

These stones were two 
years old. 
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High temperatures, dessication or nutrient 
deprivation cause the mushroom to form this 
resistant structure. When you replicate the above 
conditions, and place the mushroom in the dark, the 
mycelium will create sclerotia. It builds a thick 
outer layer to protect the inside against the 
extremes of the current environment. The sclerotia 
contains stored nutrients and can survive under 
unfavorable conditions--probably for more than 
twenty years. 

Because these magic stones have this strange 
power of survival, they can be used years later to 
grow more sclerotia and mushrooms. Dried stones 

‘an be placed in water and they will come back to 
life. Then they can be placed into a growing 
medium for an entire new crop. So once you have 
the magic stones, you will always be able to grow 
mushrooms and sclerotie 

The first sterile cultivation of psychoactive 
sclerotia was probably achieved in late 1957. 
Albert Hofmann needed more samples of Psilocybe 
mexicana to isolate the unknown compounds 
responsible for this magic. Two of his colleagues, 
Dr. A. Brack and Dr. H. Kobel, were able to 
produce a large quantity of sclerotia from this 
species. The yield was very impressive. It was this 
procedure which actually produced the extracted 
material which not only gave away the chemical 
structures of psilocybin and psilocin, but also broke 
the ground for synthesizing them. It was the 
sclerotia, not the actual Psilocybe mexicana

mushroom, which revealed the riddle of the sacred 
mushrooms. 

Although these magic stones pose no real lethal 
threat, they can produce psychological disturbances 
in individuals who are not mentally stable or 
mentally prepared for large doses (5 grams or 
more). First time users would do best to take only 
a half gram of fresh sclerotia. 

Although many phases of this research are now 
under very tight restrictions, much has been learned 
about magic stones. Psilocybin has similar effects 
on the central nervous system as LSD and 
mescaline. Psilocybin, however, is the least toxic 
of all known hallucinogens, and this includes THC. 
Here’s how their lethal dosage levels compare 
(LDS0--the dose that kills 50% of rats tested): 

LSD 0.3mg/kg 

Muscimol 4.5mg/kg 

THC (tetrahydrocannabinol) 42.0mg/kg 

Mescaline 370.0mg/kg 

Psilocybin 420.0mg/kg 

Psilocybin can cause hallucinations in 15 to 20 
minutes, though sometimes it can take up to two 
hours. It has similar effects to LSD. Both work by 
triggering serotonin receptor sites and pathways in 
the human body, most likely by inhibiting or 
stimulating the serotonin neurochemical 
system which control the functions of the mind and 
brain. What one experiences when using these 
compounds is unlike anything arising from normal 
consciousness. 

Now that the nature and purpose of sclerotia are 
understood, they have proved to be one of the 
easiest plant structures to grow. If your 
mushroom-growing attempts in the past have 
failed, if your house plants always die from high 
temperatures, no sunlight, or lack of moisture and 
proper nutrients, try growing sclerotia.

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In the 1600s and early 1700s, colonial leaders and their English backers desperately sought schemes to 
turn their North American settlements into successful money-making ventures. Hoping to entice 
investors and settlers, a number of products were hyped with varying degrees of success: sugarcane, 
silk-worms, deerskins, cotton, tobacco and--you guessed it--hemp. The South Carolina and Georgia 
colonies eventually became tremendously profitable through the export of rice and indigo grown by a 
coerced workforce of African slaves. However, hemp did find a niche as a minor crop grown in less 
fertile, less desirable, upland areas. In its January 8, 1732 issue, the South-Carolina Gazette published 
what is perhaps the first American example of what is now a familiar institution to HIGH TIMES readers 
--the grow article. Hemp was mainly considered useful as a raw material for "naval stores"--canvas 
sailcloth and rope-fiber--and the article, written under the pseudonym of "Agricola," was mainly devoted 
to the process by which colonists could convert hemp to fiber. But as the following excerpt shows, the 


settlers were not oblivious to (though somewhat confused about) marijuana’s emotion-bending, 


consciousness-altering and medicinal properties: 


How To Grow Hemp 

...[BJeing a well-wisher to Agriculture in general, 
and particularly the Advantages that may arise 
from it to this Province, ... | have transcribed a 
short Account of the Culture of Hemp, and 
likewise the Management of it, after it is gathered; 
and tho’ I believe the several Operations required 
in that Baragement may be more a Secret here 
than the Method of cultivating it... if it may be 
thought any way of Use to the Publick... (| hope) 
the short natural History of the Plant (will non be 
disagreeable to the Curious, who mayn’t have had 
an Opportunity of seeing it before. And whatever 
else occurs to me in the Way that may possibly be 
of Service, | shall, with Pleasure, communicate in 
this Manner.

AGRICOLA. 


HEMP is a Plant of great use in the Arts and 
Manufactories; furnishing Thread, Cloth, Cordage, &c. 

Itis by Naturalists call’d Cannabis, and bears a near 
Analogy to Flax, Linnum, both in respect of Form, 
Culture and Use. 

The Plant is annual; that is, must be sown a-fresh 
every Year. It rises quick into a tall, slender Sort of 
Shrub, whose Stem however is hollow, and big enough 
to be charr’d, and thus is used in the Composition of 
Gun-powder. Its Leaves arise by fives or sixes from the 
same Pedicle, and are a little jagged, yielding a strong 
smell, which affects the Head. Its Flowers grow 
Grape-wise, opposite to each other, in manner of St. 
Andrew's Cross, each consisting of five yellowish 
Stamina, incompassed with a like number of Petala, 
purple without and white within. Its Fruit, or Seed, is 
small and round, fill’d with a white solid Pulp, and grows 
‘on the Top of the Stem, having its Pedicles distinct from 
those of the Flowers. 

Lastly, its Bark is a Tissue of Fibres joined together 
by a soft Matter, which easily rots it. 

Hemp is of two Kinds; Male, popularly call'd Kari, and 
Female, or Fimble. ‘Tis the Male alone that produces 
Seed to perpetuate the Kind: From the Seed of the Male 
arise both Male and Female. 

The Seed is said to have the Faculty of abating 
venereal Desires; and its Decoction in Milk is 


recommended against the Jaundice, &c. The Leaves 
are held good against Burns, and the Juice thereof 
against Deafness. The Powder, or Flower, mix'd with 
any ordinary Liquor, is said to turn those who drink 
thereof stupid. 

But these are not to be used but with Caution and 
Judgment. 

The Plant is sown in May, in a warm, sandy, rich Soil; 
and is it self sufficient to destroy Weeds on any Ground. 
‘About Lammas [editor's note--August 1] they begin to 
gather it; the light or Female being first ripe. The Marks 
Of its Maturity are its Leaves turning yellow and the 
Stalks white. 

The Way of gathering is to pull it up by the Roots; 
after which they bind it up in Handfulls or Bundles. The 
Male they let stand 8 or 10 days in the Air, that the 
Seed may dry and ripen; after which, they cut off the 
Heads, and beat or thresh them, to get out the Seed. 
They also beat the Female, to get out a thick, fetid sort 
of Dust contained therein. 

This done, they proceed to water, ar rate it, by laying 
it 5 or 6 Days in a Pool or other stagnant Water to rot 
the Bark. A Stream or running Water wou'd do the 
Business much better, but that it infects the Water, and 
gives it a Quality very pernicious to the Health; for which 
Reason it must not be rated in Waters used for 
domestick Purposes 

When rated and taken out again, they dry it, then 
brake or beat out the dry Bun or Hex, which is the 
woody part of the Stem, from the Rind or Bark which 
covers it, by brushing it in a tooth’d or nick’d Instrument 
call’d a Brake, beginning with the Root End. 

When the Bun is sufficiently broke and hangs by 
small Shivers, they Swingle or beat them out with a 
piece of Wood, edged for the Purpose. Note, the Karl 
Hemp they sometimes break with the Fingers, and strip 
off the Rinds, without the help of the Brake or Swingle. 

The next Thing is to beat the Hemp; which is done 
either on a Block, or in a Trough, with a Hammer, or 
with Beetles, till it fee! sufficiently soft and pliable. 

It remains now to be heckled, or passed thro’ divers 
tooth instruments, not unlike the Wool-dresser's Combs, 
of different fineness: This separating the shorter Tow 
from it, the rest is fit to be spun, wove, &C. for Thread, 
Cloth, Cordage, or the like. @

Anyone whe has grown indoors 
knows it is not as easy as some 
people think. It can, in fact, become 
a nightmare, and cloning is probably 
the hardest part. I've been involved 
in the study of herb for over seven 
years, and I've tried over 20 
different methods of growing. Here 
are a few tips I've learned along the 
way. 

My growing tables are built on 
casters. They have four levels with 
24 square feet per level. One 
systern can handle up to 1,728 
plants. The plants are minaturized 
clones and are planted three per 
gallon-size pot. | grow 300 seven 
gram buds under each light. 


GERMINATING 


SEEDS 


Choose hybrid or indica seeds 
that have been bred for indoor 
cultivation. Go through the seeds 
and pick out the strongest, 
healthiest looking ones. Put the 
seeds into a ziplock baggie with a 
clean white wash rag that has been 
soaked in warm water and treated 
with Nitron A-35. Do not squeeze 
water out of the rag. A 6" sandwich 
baggie is large enough for 100 
seeds. A 10” baggie is good for up 
to 300 seeds. 

Blow air into the baggie and seal. 
(If you smoke cigarettes or have a 
cold, do not blow air into the 
baggie--your seedlings will die. I've 
also experimented with putting pure 
CO: into the baggie, but this killed 
seedlings.)

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CLONING 


Cloning can be very discouraging 
if you don't know what you're doing 
It usually takes one to two weeks to 
find out if your clones are going to 
make it and they can slowly rot from 
a variety of ailments. Temperature is 
crucial to success. The first five 
days after cuttings are taken are the 
most important. If the clone can 
survive the initial shock then your 
chances of success improve greatly. 
So make sure temperature is 
constant. | pack my clones ina 
thermal plastic called foam core. It 
keeps heat in, cold out. The foam 
core is placed around two cutting 
trays. Each cutting tray has 36 
two-inch cubes, for a total of 72 
clones in each box. 

After the clones are in place, the 
box is covered with clear plastic and 
put under a four-foot, two-tube 
shop light. One bulb is a soft white 
and the other a wide spectrum. A 
heater pad is placed underneath the 
cutting trays. The heater pad keeps 
the clones at a constant 
temperature 

A fogger unit is placed in the 
center of the box. The fogger has 
both hour and second timers. The 
fogging formula is five times ina 
24-hour period, for three seconds 
each time. After four days of five 
times per 24-hour day, | drop to 
three times per 24-hour day 

When the leaves start to turn 
yellow around the edges, | stop 
fogging. This means the clones 
have rooted and they no longer 
need water intake through their 
leaves 

CO> injection is a must. The 
clones should be injected for a 
minute every half-hour throughout 
the cloning process. With all these 
things working, you should have 
close to 100% success, no matter if 
clones are from a growing tip or a 
nay budded tip. 

ne more heipful hint. After taking 
cuttings from your best plants, put 
them in very cold water. This causes 
clones to stiffen. You can even put 
them in a refrigerator and store 
them for a couple of days without 
harm. Before planting, roll the clone 
stem in Rootone and water the soil 
in a cutting tray with Nitron-A-35.

After three weeks, the clones 
are ready to go under a 1,000 
watt halide. 


PLANTING 


Water the cutting tray from the top 
side with Nitron. Make sure the soil 
is wet all the way through. Take a 
knife and cut a slot in the soil, and 
wiggle the knife from side to side to 
open a slot for germinated sprout, 
approx 1 1/2" long. Put the sprout in 
open slot with leaves or leaf cover 
popping out of the soil, close the slot 
and your sprout is already up and 
growing.

One more 
product will assure your plant’s 
health throughout the grow period, 
an organic bug killer called 
diatomaceous earth with pyrethians. 
Dust it lightly on the plants to ward 
off spider mites.

different mixtures, I've settled on the 
following formula: 50% Supersoil, 
15% perlite, 15% forest humus, 15% 
Canadian sphagnum moss and 5% 
bat guano.

These cubes are inserts that go into 
a water tray. The soil is then

In the May 1989 issue of 
HIGH TIMES, Dr. 
Lunglife explained how 
to extract oil from 
cannabis, and how to 
construct and use an oil 
vaporizer using the bare 
filament of a 12-volt 
light bulb. This article 
presents a new 
vaporizer that, while 
designed primarily for 
oil, is far more durable 
and also more versatile, 
because it can also 
vaporize the active 
ingredients of hashish 
and marijuana without 
combustion. 


WHY VAPORIZE RATHER THAN 
BURN CANNABIS? 

Overall, the psychoactive 
products of cannabis (marijuana, 
hashish and the essential oil 
containing THC) are the safest 
drugs known to man. No person has 
ever died from cannabis poisoning. 
It has been estimated that in order 
for THC poisoning to occur, an 
individual would have to ingest at 
least seven pounds of marijuana. 
And this estimate is 
conservative--the DEA judge who 
recently recommended that 
marijuana be categorized as a 
prescribable drug stated that recent 
research put the lethal dose of 
marijuana at 1500 pounds. 
Whatever the true dose, it is clear 
that cannabis has an extraordinary 
safety margin in terms of acute 
toxicity. 

However, when marijuana is 
burned it does produce by-products, 
some of which have been shown to 


produce cancer in laboratory 


animals. Any plant material when 
burned will produce harmful smoke 
containing carbon monoxide and a 
variety of compounds that 
collectively are called "tar." 
Chemical studies comparing 
marijuana to tobacco smoke have 
shown similar concentrations of 
most "tars." This suggests that. 
smoking marijuana could also lead 
to lung cancer. In fact, a given 
amount of marijuana may be more 
harmful to lungs than the same 
amount of tobacco, because pot 
smokers typically hold smoke in 
their lungs longer, in order not to 
waste anything. A reasonable 
estimate is that, due to the way it is 
smoked, a marijuana cigarette has. 
four times the "tar" as a same-sized 
tobacco cigarette. The worst 
ingredients are created during 
incomplete combustion and include 
the strong carcinogens 
benzopyrene, benzanthracene and 
nitrosamines. Other toxic molecules 
created during incomplete 
combustion include hydrogen 
cyanide, nitric oxides, acetaldehyde, 
toluene and phenol. 

Fortunately, technology can help 
remedy the situation. The R.J. 
Reynolds tobacco company recently 
test-marketed a cigarette that 
heated tobacco rather than burning 
it. Only the tip of the cigarette 
burned, providing a stream of hot 
air. Unfortunately, this idea (or its 
taste) did not prove popular in test 
markets. This is unfortunate, 
because every one of the 
carcinogens cited in the previous 
paragraph was reduced by at least 
93% compared to an average 
cigarette, thereby making tobacco 
use safer. The one ingredient not 
reduced was carbon monoxide. 
Unfortunately, the hot tip produced 
carbon monoxide when it burned. 

By vaporizing the THC within 
marijuana or hashish with an electric 
heating element, all of the 
dangerous products of incomplete 
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combustion can be eliminated, 
including carbon monoxide. 
Electrically vaporizing marijuana can 
reduce the health risks of medical 
THC use, by giving a more pure 
product and eliminating the heat, 
carbon monoxide, and "tar" 
drawbacks. In fact, the vaporizer 
described in this article could also 
be used with the synthetic 
prescription version of THC, sold 
under the brand name of Marinol. 
Doctors can now legally prescribe 
this drug for patients suffering from 
the unpleasant side effects of 
cancer chemotherapy, and it's being 
considered for other legitimate uses 
as well. | see no reason why a 
capsule of Marinol could not be 
placed on the heating element, 
providing an aerosol alternative to 
swallowing pills. Nauseous patients 
may have difficulty swallowing, so 
this may be a welcome alternative 
for many. Dr. Lunglife asks that any 
Patients who ingest prescription 

HC using the vaporizer method to 
report back to HIGH TIMES and the 
medical community. 

‘Again, the goal is to eliminate 
carbon monoxide, and to reduce 
heat and the breathing of "tars" 
which are present in all burning 
plant material. By heating cannabis 
material without using flame, the 
safety factor is increased, which will 
make marijuana more acceptable 
for medical and personal use 

Another advantage gained by 
avoiding the high heat of 
combustion is economic. Studies 
have shown that only half the THC 
is pyrolyzed (burned) in a marijuana 
cigarette. Smoking is still three 
times more efficient than eating 
marijuana, meaning that it takes 
three times as much to get the same 
effect if eaten. But if a person were 
to vaporize the oil rather than burn 
it, the half of the THC that would 
have been burned and wasted then 
becomes available for its intended 
psychoactive effect. Of course in 
practice some THC will still be lost,

Production increases as the plant 


matures. The greatest 
concentration of THC occurs 
around the mature flowers and 
maturing seeds. In other words, 
THC production increases as the 
plant's investment increases--as 
it has more to protect. 

Gnats and other small insects 
are often physically trapped by 
the resins. The odors wafting 
from plants repulse some 
animals. THC performs a similar 
function. Predation of flowers and 
immature seed injures the plant's 
chance of reproducing. THC 
repulses some animals which 


quickly learn that marijuana 
ingestion equals disorientation. 
Once the seeds mature, the seeds 
pop out of their protective pods 
and may be ingested by animals 
which spread them to other 
areas. 

THC has antibiotic qualities 
too. Thus it helps prevent 
bacterial infection. 

THC production is also related 
to light spectrum and seems to 
protect plants from certain 
spectra of UV light.

MINIMUM LIGHT FOR 
FLOWERING 


| read some articles and comments 
in HIGH TIMES which have piqued 
my curlousty, about high pressure 
sodium (HP§) light intensities, and 
their effect on proper bud 
development. 

In the Oct. 88 HT you responded 
to_a letter by Plantelet, stating that a 
minimum of 1500 lumens was 
required to produce viable seeds. In 
his article, "High Tech, High Light" 
(HT, Sept. '87), Jorge Cervantes 
states that "...1000 to 2500 
footcandles (fc, equivalent to 
lumens) are needed to produce 
healthy flowers." Assuming that 
strong flowering and viable seeding 
require similar levels of light, Jorge 
is allowing a lower minimum limit. 
Who's right? Have studies been 
done? And what type of measuring 
did you and Jorge use? 

Also in the Oct. '88 HT | noticed 
an ad by Geotechnology which, like 
Jorge's article, charts the average 
footcandles in an area. Jorge was 
more specific. In both cases, most 
of the readings fell well below even 
Jorge’s minimum 1000fc minimum, 
using 1000 watt halides placed 
36"-40" from the MINIMUM 
measurement point. 

Jorge's figures indicate two 
important facts about indoor lighting. 
The first is that the reflectors tested 
do not reflect the light evenly or 
symmetrically. Manufacturing 
companies should spend some 
more money on research and 
design. 

After seeing the strange light 
dispersion figures obtained by most 
reflectors, | ran through some 
numbers to construct a

The step-by-step directions given 
below may seem complicated, but 
the vaporizer is actually quite easy 
for almost anyone to build.

Simply stated, 
an automobile cigarette lighter 
heating element gets 12-volt power 
through a small transformer, with 
the amount of heat being controlled 
by a push-button switch. The 
vaporized THC is held in an 
overturned cup and then inhaled 
through a tube. 


BUYING PARTS FOR THE 
VAPORIZER 

The new vaporizer can be made 
from standard parts easily 
obtainable at Radio Shack, auto 
parts stores, and hardware stores. 
The vaporizer is based on the 
standard automobile cigarette lighter 
element used in the majority of 
American cars. Two lighter elements 
made by Casco, an American 
company, can be easily adapted, 
models 212144 and 212160. Each 
costs $3.99. Electric power is 
controlled by a "momentary on" 
push-button switch, several types of 
which may be purchased at Radio 
Shack (such as catalogue 
#275-1566, costing $1.89), or a 
doorbell button may be used. The 
120-volt house power is transformed 
to a safer 12.6 volts by a Radio 
Shack 1.2 ampere power 
transformer, catalogue #273-1352, 
costing $5.79. The transformer is 
encased in a Radio Shack 6" x 4" x 
2" plastic experimenter box with an 
aluminum top, catalogue #270-627, 
costing $2.59. Other parts include a 
standard six-foot electrical cord with 
a two-prong plug ($1.50), four short 
(1/8") pieces of 1/16" diameter wire, 
a two-foot length of 3/8" o.d. vinyl 
tubing, several twist-type electrical 
connectors, and a 1/2"-long 
threaded nipple and two matching 
nuts, which are used in guiding 
power cords through lamps. The 
transparent plastic cup that holds 
the vapor before being inhaled 
through the tube can be purchased 
at grocery stores, a Rubbermaid 4 
oz. square clear storage container, 
#8193, costing $2.99 for two. 
Necessary tools include a drill with 


several bits, including a 5/8" bit (a 
drill press helps), screwdrivers and 
a soldering iron. The soldering iron 
can be eliminated if a push-button is 
used that has screw terminals. If 
you are not familiar with electrical 
connections, please have a qualified 
electrician construct the electrical 
portion of your vaporizer. 


CONSTRUCTING THE 
VAPORIZER 

To construct the vaporizer, the 
only unusual task is preparing the 
heating element. When it comes 
from the auto store, it is encased in 
a metal jacket which must be 
removed. This can be done by 
straightening the three bent tabs at 
the bottom. Remove the outer 
jacket, the spring and another 
Jacket, leaving the heating element 
and a cylinder of steel, which is 
separated from the outside of the 
heating element by mica insulation 
which cannot be seen. When in use, 
the electricity will flow from the 
bottom cylinder, to the center of the 
heating coil, out to the edge of the 
heating element and through the 
aluminum box-top which holds most 
of the parts-together. 

After the heating element is bare, 
the second step is to drill a small 
hole near the end of the bottom 
cylinder through which a small 
machine screw will screw into a nut. 
This small bolt will serve as one 
electrical connection to the heating 
element. Be certain that the 
machine screw will not touch the 
copper rod inside the cylinder. The 
heating element is attached under 
the aluminum cover by a 1 1/2" 
square scrap of aluminum flashing, 
using four machine screws and nuts 
through holes drilled near the 
corners. Both the small square and 
the aluminum cover have a 5/8" 
hole drilled through them, the hole 
being in the center of the small 
square and toward one corner of the 
alurninum cover (see the diagram) 
It is best to drill both the square and 
the cover at the same time so that 
all five holes match. To put it 
together, first draw the small 
aluminum square up around the 
base of the heating element, and 
loosely attach it to the aluminum 
cover with the machine screws and 
nuts. In the space between the 
heating element and the aluminum 
cover, place the four short pieces of 
wire. These wires keep an air space 
around the top circle of the heating 
element, allowing air to carry the 
vaporized THC. Be certain that the 
cylindrical base of the heating 
element does not touch the 
aluminum cover, then tighten the 
four small machine screws and nuts. 

Next, insert the small machine 


screw and nut which will be the 
electrical connection to the 
cylindrical base of the heating 
element. The rest is easy. Using a 
3/8" drill bit, drill holes in the 
aluminum top for the push-button, 
the tubing connection near the 
heating element, and through the 
plastic box at one end. Then drill a 
smaller hole through the other end 
of the plastic box to allow the power 
cord to go through. Using a small bit 
(depending on the size of your small 
machine screws), drill holes to 
attach the power transformer. 
Determine the locations of the holes 
by placing the transformer against 
the aluminum top and marking the 
correct spots with a pencil. Then 
attach the transformer with screws, 
attach the push-button and install 
the threaded nipple under the 
aluminum cover, with the nipple 
being held in place with nuts top and 
bottom. The vinyl tubing goes 
through the plastic box and over the 
nipple within the box. 

The electrical connections are 
simple, but take care to do a good 
job, to avoid the possibility of shocks 
or short circuits. First, push the 
120-volt wire from the house plug 
through the small hole in the plastic 
box. It is acommon practice to 
make a simple knot in the power 
cord just within the entry hole to 
prevent tension on inside wires. 

The "hot" wire from the plug (the 
smaller blade) goes to one 
push-button contract, then a wire 
goes from the other push- button 
contact to a black (primary) 
transformer wire. The other black 
transformer wire goes to the second 
wire from the plug. There are three 
secondary wires going from the 
transformer, one black between two 
yellow wires. Cut off this black wire 
close to the transformer. One yellow 
wire attaches to the machine screw 
connector already drilled in the 
cylindrical base of the heating 
element. The other can be attached 
at any screw that touches the 
aluminum cover, such as one of the 
screws that holds the transformer in 
place. Before attaching any of these 
wires, trim their lengths so that there 
is no excess wire to get in the way 
and possibly get near the heating 
element. Next, place the vinyl tube 
through its hole in the plastic box 
and push it over the threaded 
nipple. The final job is to check all 
wiring for good connections and no 
short circuits, and then to attach the 
aluminum cover to the plastic box 
with the screws provided. 


USING THE VAPORIZER 
To use the vaporizer, place 
concentrated hashish oil (the ideal

method), hashish or powdered 
marijuana on the heating element 
coil. Press the button and the coil 
will heat. Vapor will begin to rise and 
collect in the plastic cup above the 
heating element. Take your finger 
off the push-button before the 
heating element glows red, or it will 
get hotter than necessary to 
vaporize the THC oil and start 
combustion. If this occurs, don't 
sweat--the vaporizer will then be 
acting as a regular pipe, burning the 
marijuana. Simply learn how long to 
keep the button down to vaporize 
the THC without burning. Enjoy the 
relatively cool and pure THC vapor 
in moderation. 

There are a few special 
recommendations to users of 
Marinol, the prescription form of 
THC that helps cancer patients 
nauseous from chemotherapy. The 
first is that the three dosages of 
Marinol, 2.5, 5 and 10 mg., all come 
in the same-sized spherical capsule, 
mixed with sesame oil. My advice is 
to use the 10 mg. capsule, so as to 
decrease the amount of sesame oil 
vaporized. Cut the capsule and 
drain the oil into the vaporizer’s 
heating element. When the element 
becomes hot enough that the oil 
starts to vaporize, immediately cut 
the power. The element will retain 
enough heat so that a little more oil 
will vaporize, but you do not want to 
vaporize too much at a time. Wait 
five or ten minutes to see what 
effect the amount you inhaled will 
have. Remember that the capsules 
are designed to be swallowed, 
which is three times less effective 
than smoking, and smoking is two 
times less effective than vaporizing. 
Consequently, one capsule when 
vaporized may be equivalent to six 
capsules when swallowed. 

Dr. Lunglife hopes that his 
vaporizer will make life easier for the 
many chemotherapy patients who 
find it difficult to swallow pills. If 
vaporizing Marinol works for you, or 
if vaporizing marijuana helps you 
cope, tell your physician and please 
write to HIGH TIMES. 

| give these instructions with two 
cautions. The first is that while the 
vaporizer could be modified to run 
off a car battery, this is not 
recommended. Although driving 
under the influence of marijuana is 
certainly not as dangerous as under 
the influence of alcohol, Dr. Lunglife 
asks that you drive only when fully 
alert. Your life is not the only one in 
your hands when you drive. The 
second caution is that Dr. Lunglife 
knows that his new invention can 
also be used to vaporize the active 


ingredient in tobacco. Although this 
method would add to safety in that 
carbon monoxide would be 
eliminated and the dangerous 
products of combustion reduced, the 
vaporizer will deliver a large dose of 
nicotine. This drug, although legal, 
is more addictive than illegal drugs. 
Once a person has a tobacco 
addiction it is difficult to quit, due to 
the long withdrawal cravings. 
However, if you are already a 
tobacco addict, the vaporizer may 
be worth trying for the sake of your 
lungs. 


DR. LUNGLIFE’S PHILOSOPHY 

Cannabis is a sacred plant, giving 
us the ability to more easily feel the 
spirit within our body and to 
increase our enjoyment of the 
beauty without.

When the time 
comes that United States citizens 
supply most of our own demand for 
marijuana, much of the stigma will 
be gone. So grow your own, enjoy it 
safely, and work politically to end 
the ugliness of the war on people 
who use drugs. Dr. Lunglife believes 
that our drug problem will be better 
solved using education and 
treatment rather than the criminal 
system. After all, isn’t liberty the 
central value that made America

The budding cycle lasts six 
weeks.

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A HIPPY’S HISTORY OF THE SIXTIES AND BEYOND

Last month’s account of HIGH TIMES founder Tom Forcade'’s life described the 
surveillance and harassment he endured from the government, and the infiltration of 
radical groups by FBI agents.

With all this happening right out from under 
them and LBJ bowing out of the ‘68 Presidential 
race, the known unknowns behind the throne had 
to scramble fast to peruse a plan which would 
keep them in power. True to their nature it was 
assassination to which they turned once again. 

Just four days after Johnson sung his own 
swan song, Martin Luther King was murdered in 
Atlanta by an assassin of the unknowns.

official at the time his son missed the mark. And 
coincidentally enough, a double of Hinckley, Jr. 
who followed him across the country, wrote letters 
to Jodie Foster, and was also arrested with a 
weapon intended he said to kill Reagan. This 
double was a fellow named Richardson who 
himself attended the International Council of 
Churches’ Bible Study in Florida. 

But Mark Chapman didn't miss, and John 
Lennon lay dying in the gutter as another pillar of 
our culture was blown to dust. 

In the last 25 years we have seen assassination. 
become government policy, and elements of law 
enforcement agencies of this country on the 
highest levels Complicit & guilty of the murder of 
the greatest leaders of our time. But that was 
only one tactic used in the massive effort to 
neutralize the Peace Movement & youth culture. 
Default by decapitation. And the only eyes left 
watching are the F.B.I.’s. 

The F.B.I. was Hoover's ballgame altogether. 
The political police force of America. Its acts of 
repression with regards to the civil rights of its 
own citizens are voluminous, well documented, &

counterculture. 


appalling. During the ‘20s, 30s. ‘40s, ‘50s, ‘60s & 
right up to today, the F.B.I. has been the internal 
security force of this country: monitoring, 
investigating, harassing, menacing, & neutralizing 
many opponents of American foreign policy whose 
only crime was to be actively involved in the 
democratic process. It was Hoover's job to see 
that the power seat of the Military-Industrial 
Complex was not disturbed by organized political 
opposition from any direction. 

The F.B.1.’s main task during the '6Os was to 
stifle dissent, foster violence, & cause trouble. 
Thru a network of informers, undercover agent 
provocateurs, and co-ordinated actions with local 
police, it took to its task with all the vigor & 
illegalities it required. In 1956 the F.B.1. began its 
Counter Intelligence Program (COINTELPRO) 
whose purpose was to neutralize the United States 
Communist Party, which in itself was an act 
against all the guaranteed freedoms of belief which 
this country was founded upon. So when the ‘60s 
came around, the F.B.I. was all brushed up on its 
illegalities and thru COINTELPRO unleashed itself 
upon the Left in a myriad of ways, all designed in 
the end to preserve the status quo & bury the 
Underground. All in all the F.B.I. admits to some 
2,340 approved! COINTELPRO actions against the 
New Lett. 

Homes, offices, & cars were burglarized, phones 
tapped, mail opened, organizations infiltrated, 
violence incited, internal dissension fostered, and 
people murdered to name a few. 

The Underground Press took a full frontal 
assault from the F.B.I. with the aim of breaking 
the vital communication links among the political 
young. Underground Press offices were bombed. 
their staffs harassed especially by local police, 
their advertisers advised not to continue their 
support, and their printers pressured not to print 
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such scurrilous rags in the future. The C.1.A. 
worked hand in hand with this, dubbing its own 
efforts against the Left "Operation Chaos" (headed 
by none other than Richard Helms), and the Army 
was also used extensively to illegally monitor 
American citizens & disrupt the Underground 
Press. 

Take the Liberation News Service, for example. 
Its members were followed, staff infiltrated, feuds 
fostered, and when that didn’t work, the F.B.1. 
tried to burn down its D.C. office with the staff 
upstairs sleeping. The F.B.I. was successful in 
shutting down dozens upon dozens of 
Underground papers all over the country and in 
doing so illegally but effectively kept the Movement 
from spreading even farther than it did. 

In an P.B.1. memo of July '68 entitled 
"Disruption of the New Left” and sent to their field 
offices in Atlanta, Baltimore, Boston, Buffalo, 
Charlotte, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Jackson, L.A., Memphis, Newark, New Orleans, 
New York, Philadelphia, Phoenix, Pittsburgh, 
Richmond, St. Louis, San Francisco & 
Washington, D.C., 12 counterintelligence 
measures were outlined to be used against the 
New Left. 

Among these were preparation of a leaflet 
designed to counteract the influence of S.D.S. by 
showing "the most obnoxious pictures they could 
of local student leaders... the instigating of or 
taking advantage of personal conflicts between 
New Left leaders"; the creating of impressions that 
certain New Left leaders are informants for the 
Bureau or other law enforcement agencies: 
“having activists arrested by local authorities on 
drug charges"; drawing up anonymous letters 
regarding individuals’ radical activities and 
sending them to their parents, neighbors, & 
parents’ employers: the confusion & disruption of 
planned activities by misinformation that the 
events had been cancelled or postponed could be 
sent to various individuals: the monitoring of 
“coffee houses"; exposing faculty members & 
graduate assistants involved in New Left politics 
as radicals to the press, Board of Regents, etc. 

And this was only the beginning. As the memo 
stated in the end, the disruption of the New Left 
"must be approached with imagination & 
enthusiasm if it is to be successful." This even 
went as far as hiring a prostitute with V.D. to 
sleep with several activist leaders at a political 
gathering in order to further wreak social and 
political havoc later within the groups. 

But again, if violating all guaranteed 
constitutional rights didn’t work, if all stops had 
to be pulled, murder was also covert Bureau 
policy. 

And as usual, the Bureau's always covered; 
usually by the President they're currently spying 
for. Case in point is this very case. When the 
investigations were finally over concerning the 
F.B.L's illegal break-ins against dissidents, 
charges were brought against Bureau officials 
Mark Felt & Edward Miller for ordering these 
break-ins. The men were sentenced to jail but in 
1981 were pardoned & commended by Ronald 
Reagan. And it was Reagan who once again 
loosened the rules against domestic spying which 
were implemented to keep such abuses from 
recurring. So you can bet the F.B.L’s still at it, as 
can be seen in the revelations of their monitoring 
those groups in opposition to Reagan's Central 
American policies of the 80s. @

dispersion with a stationary 
single-point source (like an MH or 
HPS lamp) 36" from the floor. If the 
plants receive 100% of the desired 
light directly under the lamp, at the 
outer edge of the garden, 4" from 
the lamp (the edge of an 8' x 8” 
circle), plants receive only 36% of 
the light. Light from most reflectors 
spreads in an ever widening circle, 
but most gardens are rectangular. 
Only about 22% of the light reaches 
the corners of an 8’ square space. 

Light disperses radially and its 
intensity follows the inverse squares 
law. This means that to receive 
even light, all plants should be at the 
same radius trom the light source to 
keep the plants uniformly lit. 

For plants to receive even light 
from a single stationary source, the 
tops should be placed to make a 
shape like a bowl makes in the 
snow. With a Sun Circle type light 
mover, plant tops should be placed 
in a position like a doughnut's 
impression in the snow. With a Solar 
Shuttle the plant tops should form a 
small valley 

My reason for mentioning all this 
is that at the beginning of Jorge's 
article, he asks "How can the Dutch 
use 400-watt lamps and get the 
same (or better) results than 
‘American growers using the 
1000-watt lamps?" His answer is 
horizontal orientation and small 
reflectors. He showed that a 1000 
watt bulb’s lumen output can be 
increased by almost 3-1 over the no 
reflector figures. Jorge did not chart 
any 400 watt bulbs, or evena 
horizontal 1000 watt MH. Even if the 
400 watt can be boosted using a 
horizontal reflector, at 36" we are 
still below the 1000 lumen minimum 
recommended for optimum bud 
formation. How can a small indoor 
grower hope to achieve good results 
with a 400 watt stationary horizontal 
lamp?

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cone. None of the lights 
dispersed the light evenly. The 
area directly under the lamp was 
the brightest. The 
concentration quickly fell off as 
distance from the center 
increased. 

Jorge's tests are certainly 
relevant to lighting a space. He 
showed that horizontal reflectors 
are much more efficient than 
verticals. However there are 
several factors to take into 
account when figuring the actual 
amount of light a space receives. 

The reflectiveness of the walls 
plays a part in determining how 
much light gets to the area. This 
is more important with smaller 
gardens, which have a higher 
Perimeter to area ratio. A highly 
reflective surface directs ambient 
light back into the garden. Not 
only does a reflective surface 
help to deliver more light to the 
garden, it also helps to even out 
distribution, since the light is 
then directed towards the garden 
from more than one direction. 

Perhaps if the light were raised 
another foot, the very intense 
light at the center would be 
dispersed a little, and the 
peripheral light would be 
reflected back to the garden. 

The test was done using a 
single stationary light. When 
more than one light is used, the 
spaces which are on the 
periphery of a single light system 
receive light from more than one 
light source, increasing the total. 
The total amount of light that 
different areas receive becomes 
more uniform with the use of 
groups of stationary lights. In a 
large system, light emitted at a 
sharp angle to the source 
eventually reaches the garden 
and adds to the total received. 

Many grow rooms have light 
movers installed. Since these 
units move the light sources over 
different parts of the garden, they 
even out light disbursement. 

You asked about 400 watt 
lamps, which emit an average 
45,000 lumens. A garden lit by 
two 1000 watt lamps would be 
illuminated by about five 400 watt 
lamps. They would deliver almost 
as much light but it would be 
much more evenly disbursed. 

The amount of light the garden 
receives may very well be higher

The same song was a big hit in 
Germany. They don’t have problems 
over there with what I say and what I 
do. But for some reason, in this country, 
somebody has said, "We can’t let this 
man on the radio." What could happen 
if you play my records on the radio? 
Something terrible? 

People get AID: 
FZ: The second time I did a CNN 
show called Cross Fire, the debate topic 
was "Does Rock Music Cause AIDS?" I 
was debating Rev. Jeff Ling of the 
PMRC. Their logic was this: Rock 
music makes people want to have sex, 
and sex gives you AIDS. Pretty thin, 
huh? They set up the question and I just 
said, "No." There was a big silence, 
then they had to figure out what to do 
with the other 29 minutes of the show. I 
haven't been invited back since. 

HT: Why do you think they’re not 
playing your records? 

FZ: Somebody up there doesn’t like 
me. 

HT: Which somebody? 

FZ: Well, I don’t think it matters as 
long as there is such a thing as a 
somebody. We know that there is a 
somebody, and if he were elected, 
maybe we could do something about 
this somebody. But the problem is that 
the government of the United States is 
not exactly what really governs the 
United States. And this is true in other 
countries, too. I think that the life of the 
people is in the hands of those who own 
Taw materials and those who own 
manufacturing. They make deals with 
elected representatives to carry out 
merchandising programs on their 
behalf. It’s almost like the politicians 
are a form of entertainment that allows 
people to get into pseudo-debates over 
pseudo-issues, while behind the scenes 
you have guys with billions and trillions 
of dollars moving weapons around, 
moving sugar around, moving cotton, 
soy beans, machinery, electronics, all 
this stuff. The world is a business. And 
the sooner we start looking at the world 
as a business, the easier it’s going to be 
for us to live in the world. 

HT: How have you managed to keep 
your integrity while becoming a 
successful businessman? 

FZ: It’s really easy. All you have to do 
is decide you don’t want to be one of 
those guys. You don’t make as much 
money, but you can certainly live well 
enough. 

HT: It’s a bizarre thing--you ask kids 
what they want to be when they grow 
up, or what they want to do, and their 
answer is, "I want to make money.” Ina 
survey among high school students, 
more kids said Donald Trump was their 
hero than anybody else. 

FZ: Yeah, but on the other hand, let’s 


deal with it as a fact of life in America. 
I think that’s a very good indicator of 
the failure of US education. Now if you 
add these two facts together, Donald 
Trump is the idol of American teens, 
and that teens can’t read, write, or do 
arithmetic, what do we have? 

HT: What? 

FZ: A failure to communicate. 

HT: Your dad wasn’t very supportive 
of your career, was he? 

FZ: That would be a very nice way of 
putting it, He wanted me to be an 
engineer or go into something real. I 
could have been a chemist, that would 
have been okay. An engineer would 
have been okay. Mostly he wanted me 
to be an engineer. So became sort of 
an engineer. I became a social engineer. 
HT: Did you finally resolve some of 
these issues with him before he passed 
away? 

FZ: No, But I didn’t feel they needed 
to be resolved. The way I look at it, 


people are people. You can let the way 
they behave affect you, or you can look 
at it as an innocent bystander--I hereby 


observe your behavior. I think that it’s a 


little bit easier to get through life if you 
take that approach. If the behavior is 
appealing to you, you will participate in 
it. If it’s not, you will avoid it. If the 
behavior is threatening to you, you will 
defend yourself. But observe the 
behavior; stand back and make a 
decision, but don’t let it mutilate you. 
HT: Let’s dispel the myth that you've 
been on drugs all this time and that’s 
the only way that you could possibly 
make your albums. 

FZ: People presume that drugs actually 
give social benefit to them. I've said 
this for years; drugs are bad for you, 
don’t use them. You want to commit 
suicide? Go ahead. It’s your business. 
So long as you don’t interfere with my 
life, don’t drive your car into me, don’t 
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come after me with a stick. As the 
planet gets more crowded I think we 
have to examine how far we will go to 
accommodate the way other people live 
and which personal freedoms we're 
going to be willing to give up in order 
to control the way other people live. I 
think we have to make a serious 
analysis of this problem. I’m not a dope 
fiend. I do what I do because it comes 
out of my imagination. The human 
body is, in fact, a chemical factory. My 
behavior, and the way I think, is the 
result of the chemicals that go into my 
body. These chemicals include coffee, 
cigarette smoke, and peanut butter. 
Now, if you think I’m weird, and you 
want to be weird, too, then drink coffee, 
smoke cigarettes, and eat peanut butter. 
T encountered another variation of 
that on the Today Show, with Jane 
Pauley. I don’t know whether she 
intended to make it come out that way, 
but it was like, you play the guitar, how 
could you be a good father? As if the 
two concepts are mutually exclusive. 
And L reminded her I had just come 
from Spain, where you get respect if 
you play the guitar. In the United 
States, if you play a guitar you're doing 
the work of the devil. Or you're Public 
Enemy No. 1. Something's wrong here. 
And to actually have it verbalized that 
way on network television! You know, 
"You play the guitar and still you have 
these nice children.” I had to jump up 
and down about that. 
HT: What do you think about how 
drugs are integrating into society and 
where they're coming from? 
FZ: Think of it this way--you know 
where pot comes from, right? It comes 
from the ground, Did it ever occur to 
you that designer drugs are not things 
ihat just come springing out of the 
ground? They’re not natural. Some 
scientist had to build them. The 
construction of these designer drugs 
requires sophisticated equipment. Now 
the guy who’s growing marijuana, or 
the cocaine rancher in South America, 
he’s not a scientist. He's a 
businessman-farmer combination. All 
these weird new chemicals come from 
professional places. It probably wasn’t 
just a little hobby that started in the 
laboratory because you don’t get to use 
the laboratory whenever you want. 
Somebody said, "Make me this. Make 
me XTC, make me PCP, make me LSD. 
Here is your contract, here is the 
money, hire the people, invent this 
drug. Deliver it to me on this date. If 
you can, we will then do experiments." 
‘The experiments to find out what these 
chemicals will do to human beings can’t 
be conducted on goats and sheep. You 
have to do the experiments on people. 
Unfortunately, in America you have a 
society that contains a large number of 
people who are willing to take part in

Three of four circular 
fluorescent tubes would keep the 
area well lit. Each tube uses 
about 22 watts. They are easy to 
install since they screw in to 
ordinary incandescent sockets. 

A 40 or 70 watt HPS lamp would 
provide the plants more light. 
These lamps are available from 
patio shops and discount centers 
and usually come with a built in 
ballast. They are also very easy to 
install. 


LIMITED POLLINATION 


Is it possible to pollinate a single 
bud without effecting the rest of the 
plant?

Marietta, GA 

Yes. Using a small watercolor 
brush, the pollen can be painted 
ona single bud. Only that bud 
will develop a seed, leaving the 
rest of the plant as sinsemilla.

Reggae superstar Jimmy Cliff. 


Whereas only two years ago it would 
have deen a virtual impossibility to hear 
reggae on a national television commercial, 
nowadays it's an everyday occurrence. 
Madison Avenue types have realized that 
there really is something captivating about 
this music. One of the first to go national 
was Clorox, in 1987, which, as a result, won 
an ADDY Award (the Grammy of the 
advertising world) for its "catchy" Clorox Il 
commercial. Today you can hear 
Volkswagen, Certs, Coors, Publix Markets, 
The Hair Cuttery, Close-Up toothpaste, 
HBO, and many mare, utilizing the infectious 
rhythm, We've come a long way, baby. 
Much to my dismay, none of this actually 
benefits the Jamaican originators of the 
music. Outside of Jamaica's internationally 
known Sly Dunbar and Robbie 
Shakespeare, not many Jamaican 
musicians or writers are earning their fair 
share of the pie. It has only been recently 
that the popular dance hall deejay Lt. 
Stitchie and the dreadlocked vocalist Zylan 
were seen and heard via satellite television 
singing the praises of Red Stripe Beer. 
More of this commercial appeal would 
help offset the negative image of Jamaicans 
or dreadlocks presented in American 
television news and programs. Those who 
know, ie,, the fans, do not appreciate or 
accept the notion that one or the other is 
“bad.” The whole idea contradicts the 


message in the music. I'm not saying that 
there are no bad Jamaicans or dreadlocks, 
but | am saying that there are good ones, 
and talented ones, and because of the 
upswing towards reggae their talents should 
be appreciated and utilized. 

Major American record labels have finally 
come around to reggae. Stalwarts Jimmy 
Cliff and Third world both signed to CBS 
Records in the early ‘80s, are now enjoying 
"second comings" with new and interested 
labels. Polygram in New York is actively 
supporting the new Third World album 
Serious Business and Jimmy Cliff recently 
signed with Vision Records in Miami to 
release his latest album effort Images in 
August. MCA Records has signed Steel 
Pulse, Elektra has reggae rapper 
Shinehead, Atlantic has a double bill with 
The Wailers and Lt. Stitchie, while Virgin 
has released the second Ziggy Marley and 
the Melody Makers album One Bright Day 
as a follow-up to last year's Grammy Award 
winner Conscious Party. UB40, the 
Birmingharn-based band who enjoyed a 
number one song jin 1988 with "Red Red 
Wine," is signed to A&M, as well as the 
sensational Neville Brothers, who interpret 
and perform reggae beautifully in their 
soulful New Orleans style. African reggae 
star Alpha Blondy has a new long-awaited 
album out on Capitol, former home to the 
late, great Peter Tosh. English sensation

Pato Banton has a superb album on IRS 
Records and songbird JC Lodge is enjoying 
chart success with Telephone Love on Pow 
Wow. The "granddaddy" of them all, Island 
Records, has a whole list of new artists and 
teleases that include Aswad, Donovan, 
Foundation, Earth Messengers, and the 
latest hip hop reggae by Sly and Robbie 
with American rapper KRS-One. Other 
labels with a steady flow of releases but 
more subdued in their promotion are 
Shanachie, RAS and Heartbeat. Smaller 
labels, independents if you will, such as 
Rohit, Gyasi, Andy's, Witty’s and Wackie’s 
regularly turn out fresh new sounds straight 
from Yard. 

The influence from roots rock Jamaica is 
felt worldwide. Nearly every nation, including 
the USSR, has a reggae representative 
band or group. The USA has several, home 
grown, or at least US-based, reggae acts 
Who tour regularly. Filling in the long gaps 
between "big names” are groups like Killer 
Bees, Freedom of Expression, The 
Amateurs, Swaamp Band, and Olu and 
Crown of Honor, to name a few. 

The biggest job yet to accomplish, the 
final frontier, is getting reggae played on the 
radio. | mean commercial AOR (Album 
Oriented Rock), Urban Contemporary 
(R&B), and Top 40 radio heard by millions 
‘on a daily basis. Give thanks to all the 
college radio stations and disc jockeys who 
faithfully and consistently program and play 
the music. Also to all the public radio and 
‘community radio stations nationwide who 
have been active supporters of reggae for 
more than just this decade. If you are 
asking yourself what you can do to help, 
may I'say, write your request. Write or call 
your local'stations and demand that they 
play reggae music. If it's due to their own 
ignorance that they don't know what to play, 
then suggest they contact the labels 
themselves, or other reggae deejays, or 
pertinent reggae magazines who keep 
abreast of the latest and best reggae 
releases. There are experts there ready 
willing and able to help. 

The reggae network in the USA grows 
everyday. From New England to the 
Arizona desert. From the Pacific Northwest 
to the tropical Southeast, reggae fans are 
emerging. Record store chains such as 
Tower, Record Bar, Peaches, Turtles, an 
Sam Goody who always "go with the flow” 
are stocking up on available releases to 
meet the demand. Just take a look around 
Sunsplash in Montego Bay, or the 
Sunsplash USA tours, or the many concerts 
and tours involving not only major names 

ut also abundant local talent and you'll see 
the old and new reggae fans. One way of 
judging who is who is to check out the 
"skanking" going on. Growing from only a 
few hundred "skankers in the early 'B0s to 
tens of thousands in 1989, reggae fans have 
discovered and embraced living One Love in 
the USA.
